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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. Objection to the spelling is withdrawn. 

3. Applicant argues that Moss does not teach feeding forward with the signaling because the 
output of 16 includes the signaling information while applicant's output does not include the 
feedforward information. This is not persuasive since applicant did not claim that their output 
does not include feedforward information. 

4. Applicant argues that the office changes its definition of control signal in Moss from 
signaling to output of control circuit 64. This is not persuasive since signaling in fig. 3 of Moss 
is one of the outputs of the control 64 as signaling is the output of 70 which is within 64. 

5. Applicant argues that the output of control circuit 64 is an output of a feedback loop and 
hence is not feedforward. This is not persuasive. Moss in figure 3 shows that element 70 has a 
top output to 66 which outputs to 22. Moss also shows that the signaling output of element 70 
skips over many elements (such as the elements in the chain after 22 such as 24, 14, etc.) before 
outputting to element 16 and hence the signaling output is a feedforward output. 

6. What is meant by outputting through 16 via 22 is that the symbol data stream from 20, 22 
are eventually output in 16 via various intermediary components such as 24, 14, etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

8. Claims 1-5, 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moss 
EP1104140A2. See prior action for details. 

9. Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moss 
EP1 104140A2 in view of Kaneko 6009073. See prior action for details.
